Six survivors were taken to a hospital. 
The plane, en route from Bombay, India, to 


Cairo, Egypt, carried 120 passengers and a 
crew of 10, reports said.

to Nicosia because of bad weather. 


Many of the dead were women. 
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Rescuers reporting from the scene of the

First West German 
Chancellor Dead

BONN, 
Germany (AP) — 


Death took Konrad Adenauer 
yesterday at 91 and the West 
German 
government 
made 


ready to pay him the nation's 
highest tribute at a state fun- 
eral Tuesday that President 
Johnson and other leaders will 
attend. 


The man who in 14 years as 


chancellor led West Germany 
up from the depths of wartime 
defeat died in his sleep at his 
villa overlooking the Rhine in 
the nearbv village of Rhoendorf. 


He had been fighting a losing 


battle for a week with influenza, 
bronchitis and complications. 


West Gemany was plunged 


into mourning and as the bells 
tolled messages of condolences 
poured in from leaders around 
the world. 


"Konrad Adenauer will 
be 


missed everywhere," Johnson 
said in Washington,- "but his 
dauntless spirit will live on in 
the Atlantic partnership which 
he did so much to create." 


Charles de Gaulle, who signed 


a French-German treaty of 
friendship 
with 
Adenauer, 


called the former chancellor 
"the great German who led his 
country to renovation, the great 
European who was for France, a 
faithful and sincere friend." 


De Gaulle and Prime Minister 


Harold Wilson of Britain also 
will be among the other world 
leaders who will attend the fu- 
neral in Cologne's Roman Cath- 
olic cathedral Tuesday after- 
noon. 


Shortly before this, a cere- 
mony of tribute will be held in 
Parliament, where Adenauer 
often spoke out on the issues 
involving the East-West division 
of Europe and the Atlantic al- 
liance. 
He stepped down as 


chancellor in 1963 but remain- 
ed a member of the Bundestag. 


As the news broke in Germa- 


ny, flags were lowered to half 
staff and broadcasters played 
solemn music and carried the 
tribute of German leaders. 


Said Chancellor Kurt Georg 


Kissinger: MHt was given to do 


what is granted few men; to 
raise up his atherlandiromthe 
deepest 
degradation and to 


bring it back into the communi- 
ty o iree peoples." 


Ludwig Erhard, who was 


chancellor after Adenauer and 
before Kiesinger, comnfented: 
"When he left of rice in 1963 we 
were once again a country on 
which the community of free 
peoples could count and which 
had won trust and respect in the 
world." 


Foreign Minister Willy Brandt 


and other leaders of the Social 
Democratic party, opposed to 
Adenauer over the years, sent 
condolences saying he was as- 
sured of a permanent place in 
the history of the German na- 
tion.

called Adenauer "one of the 
great Europeans of our time."

Shovel-Packing U.S. 
Surveyor 3 Makes 
Soft Moon Landing

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — 


Surveyor 3, the shovel-carrying 
spacecraft, made the United 
States' second soft landing on 
the moon yesterday and tele- 
vised views of a broad level 
plain where astronauts might 
land. 


Its seemingly perfect touch, 


down at 7:04 p.m. EST was fol- 
lowed by hours of confusion — 
due to hints of technical trouble 
— at the Jet Propulsion Labora- 
tory, which controls Surveyor. 


The first batch of 11 pictures 


was indistinct, due to sun glare. 
But later shots, though still af. 
fected by glare, were consid. 
erably better. 


The tripod-shaped craft's tele, 


vision eye gazed out across the 
vast Ocean of Storms near the 
center of the lunar disc. Initial 
shots showed a plain devoid of 
major features, but with a 
rough surface reminiscent of a 
plowed 
field. 
The 
horizon 


showed no prominences. 


In the first hour or so after 


landing there were indications 
of weak signals due to a possi- 
ble power drain. Picture taking 
was. interrupted for prolonged 
engineering tests. 


Finally, experts 
concluded 


that the trouble — if any —was 
in telemetry 
equipment. Sur- 


veyor 3, they said, was 
in 


"good" condition and should 
operate indefinitely, as did its 
pioneering predecessor Survey, 
or 1 — snapper of thousands of 
lunar pictures. 


A second batch of 25 shots, 


made when the sun was at a 
slightly more favorable angle, 
included some markedly super, 
ior photos among others that 
were indistinct. Glare remain, 
ed a problem. The sun was low 
on the horizon, in sunrise posi- 
tion, and its rays penetrated 
under the craft. 


Experts Jg^d clearer pic* 


tures should come when the sun 
is higher in the sky. 


The first shots were aimed at 


the spidery space voyager itself 
and the surface of the Ocean of 
Storms on which — braked by 
tongues of fire from its rockets 
— it settled softly after a 65. 
hour, 217,000»mile trip from 
Cape Kennedy, Fla. 


Scientists said strain gauges 


on the legs showed it landed on 
level 
ground 
and remained 


upright, 
indicating 
smooth 


terrain. 
First shots showed the tubular 


frame of the Kktoot-high craft 
against a dark background. 
Small pockmarks, about the size 
of a half-dollar, were visible on 
the ground. 


Surveyor 3's most distinctive 


feature is a spindly arm with a 
toy-like shovel on the end. 
Sometime after midnight to. 
day it is scheduled to scoop up 
soil and, teaming with the cam- 
era, analyze it. 


Not long after the landing a 


laboratory 
spokesman 
said: 


"We are getting confusing and 
conflicting signals. 
At first 


there was indication of a high 
current drain from the bat. 
tery." 


But tests showed no definite 


trouble and later signals indi. 
cated no power drain. 
"It appears," said the spokes, 


man, "that if there is any fail- 
ure it is in the telemetry —ra- 
dio signals — rather than the 
spacecraft. This would not inhi- 
bit the operation of either the 
camera or soil sampler." 


The pictures were televised to 


the Goldstone tracking station 
on California's Mojave Desert 


and flashed on screens at the 
laboratory. 


Experts said at one point that 


they weren't too worried about 
the indistinctness because early 
shots from Surveyor 1 also 
were unclear. Surveyor 1 made 
the first U.S. moon landing last 
June and returned thousands of 
photos. 


The first shots from both Sur- 


veyors were of 200 scan lines, 
which normally yield about one- 
third the clarity of a home 
screen. Scheduled later were 
600.scan.line shots, normally of

or exceptions to adapt to the local picture. 


Wendelboe noted the codes are pretty much nationally stand, 


ardized codes and can be altered to fit community needs. 


According to the redevelopment director, council is not 


bound o* follow recommendations of either the Citizens Ad. 
visory Committee or the Warren Borough Planning Commission 
but has the power to act strictly on its own. 


Borough solicitor S. Knox Harper said yesterday that council 


must consider recommendations but it does not have to act 


accordingly. 


President Torrance said he could understand the Advisory 


Committee's position but feels that a conference between the 
two groups may result in reaching a satisfactory solution. 
Torrance plans to discuss the matter with borough manager 
Victor L. Miller, who is out of town, relative to possible ram- 
ifications but indicated that council may hold to their resolu- 
to pass the codes by reference at the May 10 meeting.

Wendelboe stated if the codes are passed it will be possible 


for him to file both the workable program of urban renewal 
and Part 2 of the application at the same time but that, at best, 
August appears to be the first possible date to start necessary 
acquisition for the parking lot project. 


Torrance pointed out that the codes under consideration have 


been approved by Kendree & Shephard, planning consulants to 
Warren's urban renewal program.

HARREBURG (AP) — Four 


counties told a joint House- 
Senate Education Committee 
yesterday 
that they prefer to 


stand alone rather than Join 
other counties in forming inter, 
mediate school service units. 


Representatives 
of the coun- 


ties —Chester, Delaware, Mer. 
cer and Westmoreland — testi- 
fied before the legislative panel, 
which is holding hearings on a 
proposed plan to abolish 66 
county superintendents' offices 
and replace them with 25 inter, 
mediate units. 


The plan, which must be ap. 


proved by the legislature before 
it can be implemented, is the 
final step in a three-year-old 
program to streamline the ad- 
ministration of Pennsylvania's 
public school system. 
Earlier phases of the program 


established the state Board of 
Education and reduced the num. 
ber of school districts in the 
state from more than 2,000 to 
fewer than 500. 


In a joint plea, Chester and 


Delaware counties said that they 
believe they can provide better, 
more individual service to local 
school districts if they are per- 
mitted to operate as individual 
units rather than join together 
as the board has recommended, 


John B. Cutler, Mercer Coun- 


ty superintendent of schools, 


said the Mercer County School 
Board believes that if the county 
Joined with Lawrence, Beaver 
and Butler counties in an inter, 
mediate unit it would be "too 
large and unwieldy for economi- 
cal operation." 


However, Cutler said that the 


county, as a second choice, 
would not oppose joining with 
Lawrence and Butler to form a 
three-county unit. 


Cutler also said he opposed 


the state board's authority to 
draw up or change intermediate 
unit boundaries on the ground 
that this power should be re- 
tained by the legislature.

Mercer County's 12 school dis 


tricts. 


Eugene M. McKelvey, West* 


moreland County school super, 
intendent, said his county school 
board opposed the state board's 
plan to put it in a unit with 
Indiana and Armstrong coun- 
ties.

Assembly Proposal Seeks Ethics Probe 


By JOHN, L. TAYLOR 


HARRISBURG (AP) — The 


Senate Rules Committee, ac- 
cused by a House Democrat of 
dragging its feet, released to 
the floor yesterday a resolu- 
tion calling for an investigation 
into the need for a legislative 
code ol ethicp. 


The action eame as Rep. 


Robert C. Wise, D-Lycoming, 
introduced an ethics bill in the 
House, complaining that the 
Senate was stalling on the issue. 
The investigatory 
resolution 


had been approved by the House 
on Feb. 13. 


The resolution, if adopted by 


the Senate, would establish a 
joint committee to determine if 
a need for a code exists. If the 
committee found there was a 
need, a code would be drafted 
and presented to the legislature 
for final approval. 
"I don't ttunK the men who 


control the Senate really want 
a strict code of ethics," Wise 
said in introducing his proposal. 
"If we want to enact a manda. 
tory code a this session of the 
legislature, the time to act is 
now." 
Wise's bill would provide that: 
->— Legislators, state officials 


and employes could not accept 


gifts valued at more than $25 
if it could be "reasonably in. 
ferred" that such a gift was 
meant to influence or reward 
the recipient. 


— Legislators, state officials 


and employes be prohibited 
from doing business with the 
state other than on a competi- 
tive bid basis. 


— Legislators file each year a 


statement of financial interests 
in any business that is subject 
to the jurisdiction of the state. 


— Legislators be required to 


disclose all sources of income 
of more than $200 "which ... 
should in the public interest... 
be disclosed." 


— Legislators, state officials 


and employes be prohibited 
from holding other employment 
which would "impair his inde. 
pendence of judgment in the 
exercise of his official duties." 


Violations could be punish, 


able by a maximum fine of 
$1,000 or imprisonment of up to 
two years. 


"Most legislators are strictly 


honest," Wise said. "Butthe re- 
cent revelations in the U. S. 
Congress about Sen. Dodd and 
Rep. Powell has turned the at- 
tention of the people to this 
problem. Thus it is time for ac. 


tion right now."

WASHINGTON .- The Pan American Summit 


Conference ended up a much greater triumph 
for Lyndon Johnson than appeared in the press. 
This was because most of the real work was 
done behind closed doors with newspapermen 
not present. 


From the byplay that took place in executive 
session, however, it was quite clear that L.B.J. 
pulled off the most notable dip. 
lomatic victory of his career. 
Here is the inside story of what 
happened: 


At first the Latin American 
presidents were suspicious and 
wary. When Johnson first walk- 
ed into the conference room 
there was something just a bit 
intimidating about this huge hulk 
of a man. He was far bigger 
than anyone else and represented 
nation. 


When it came his turn to speak on the first 


day, however, Johnson said that he would rather 
wait until everyone else had spoken. He had 
come to listen. 


When it came the turn of Ecuadorian Presi- 


dent Otto Arosemena Gomez, he also passed. 
But at about ten o'clock on the second day, 
Arosemena did speak, and launched a vicious, 
bitter attack on the United States for pouring 
money into Vietnam while neglecting our neigh- 
bors. 
Johnson spoke at about noon that day, unfold, 


ing an outline of cooperative help for Latin Amer- 
ica provided it helped itself. His delivery lacked 
eloquence and the speech lasted only 19 minutes, 
compared with 40 to 50 minutes for some of the 
smaller nations. 
-f 


That afternoon, Thursday, the presidents met 


in closed session, and President Arosemena 
of Ecuador delivered another slashing attack, 
this time against not only Johnson but the other 
presidents for not agreeing with him. 


Aiter he had finished, Mexican President Gus- 


tavo Diaz Ordaz replied: 
"t resent being called irresponsible," he said. 


"I resent the charge that I do not represent the 
views of my people. I know what the views of 
my people are. 
Latin America has grown up. 


It is able to help itself. It is time for the larger 
nations to help the smaller nations." 


The Ecuadorian quickly apologized, saying that 


he didn't mean to call the presfdent of Mexico 
irresponsible. Diaz Ordaz accepted the apology. 


Following this, the Costa Rican, the Colombian, 


the Peruvian and the Chilean presidents all de- 
fended the United States, refuting the Ecuadorian. 
President Eduardo Frei Montalva of Chile was 
ARTBUCHWALD 


the most eloquent. 


"I regret that the word 'dollar' has even been 
mentioned here," he said. "This meeting will 
have been a success if for no other reason be- 
cause we have come together to make important 
political decisions together. We have come to 
know each other. In Europe they meet together 
all the time. We do not. I now look forward 
to picking up the telephone and calling you per. 
sonally-if my senate will let me." 
He referred to the Chilean senate's refusal to 


let him visit the United States earlier this year. 


One by one, the 18 other presidents rose to 


urge the Ecuadorian to reconsider his blast 
against the United States. President Arosemena, 
obviously affected, consulted with President 
Oscar 
Gestido of Uruguay, the host, to ask 


whether he could sign the final conference de- 
cree "with reservations." 


The president of Uruguay advised that he should 


sign unqualifiedly or not at ail. Arosemena's 
problem was to sign without losingfaceathome. 


That night, Arosemena conferred with LBJ. It 


was part of a series of private talks Johnson had 
with each president. 
In talking to Arosemena, 


Johnson was as calm as he is with Sen. Wayne 
Morse, D-Ore., just after Wayne has delivered 
one of his most biting attacks on the war in Viet- 
nam. 


Johnson showed Arosemena-.as he showed 
other presidents—that he had increased U.S. aid 
to Latin America under the Alliance for Progress 
35 per cent compared with the same period under 
Kennedy. 
During Kennedy's three years, aid 


totaled $3.7 billion. During the first three John- 
son years, it totaled $4.9 billion. 


Johnson also told the president of Ecuador how 


when President Eisenhower asked for $500 mil- 
lion in aid for Latin America, Johnson, as 
Democratic leader, had pushed through the 
authorization in only 13 days. 
In contrast, 


Sen. Fulbright had refused to let the Senate 
OJC. any advance Latin America foreign aid 
authorization. 


When the presidents met to sign their final 


decree summarizing their work and establish, 
ing a common market, President Arosemena 
made a very temperate speech. 
"This man—" he said, referring to Johnson, 


' 'I did not know who he was. I did not know 
he was interested in education, that he was 
interested in lifting up the standards of the peo- 
pie, or in better housing and social reform. I 
thought he was an imperialist, a wheeler-deal- 
er, that he was out to destroy the Alliance for 
Progress. 
Instead I have found him to be a 


warm and friendly person." 


It was a great triumph for Lyndon Johnson in 


a field in which he is comparatively new.

The name Romeo gives a man the 


assurance needed to dash through Ital- 
ian streets in a doublet and to vault 
onto balconies murmuring blank verse. 
The Johns of the world are incapable 
of such behavior. The reason is that 
they are required to become pipe 
smokers, and it is physically impos- 
sible to dash through Italian streets 
in a doublet when you have a pipe 
in your mouth. 


A John, of course, has some slight

Cannon and Outerbridge Horsey had no 
choice but to enter diplomacy from the 
day their names went onto their birth 
certificates, for the baby with two 
last names is as inexorably earmark, 
ed for the diplomatic service as the 
world's deans. Though a few escape 
—Chapman Pincher, Brooks Robin- 
son and Dean Martin, for example— 
they must surely pay a traumatic price 
in realization that they have let the side 
down. 


The question 
is whether parents 


should wield such arbitary power. Is 
it just for the decision whether a man 
is to be a Dudley or a Max to be made 
without consulting him before he reach- 
es the age of reason? It is not easy 
to be a Dudley, particularly for a man 
who is temperamentally and physically 
disposed to be a Max. 


For parents to decide, willy-nilly 


over a cradle, that a given human 
being is to be a Dudley rather than 
a Max or a Roland rather than a 
Stanley seems to be toying with human 


destiny. Certain poets, who have been 
more aware of the name problem 
than our social scientists, have pro- 
posed that a child be allowed to choose 
his own name after he has had time 
to investigate the world and determine 
what he would like to be. 


This seems reasonable until we con- 


sider the child's vulnerability to fads. 
At 13, for example, many boys would 
undoubtedly decide to be Ringo, and 
we must consider whether, at 40, they 
will be any happier as Ringos than they 
would be as Dudleys. Eighteen is hard, 
ly a more sensible age for making such 
a fateful decision. We all know middle- 
aged men who feel hopelessly trapped 
in their work because wild-eyed kids of 
18 decided that they would grow up to 
be lawyers or psychiatrists or news- 
paper reporters. 


The wiser course might be to defer 


the decision until the mid.thirties, an 
age at which a man and wife can sit 
down with each other and work out a 
compromise to determine who they 
really are and whether they would 
rather be Betty and Bob or Simone and 
Jean-Paul. 


The difficulty here, of course, is that 


it would mean living half a lifetime as 
a coded identification number, and by 
that time they might very well con. 
elude that they are cyphers.

Objector Captain 
Sues Air Force

DENVER—An Air Force captain's civil suit for classifica- 


tion as a conscientous objector to the Vietnam war opened 
here yesterday with a discussion of religious humanism. 


Capt. Dale E. Noyd, a 33-year-old former fighter pilot, 


does not embrace pacifism. But he contends in his suit In federal 
district court here that his religious convictions as a humanist 
prevent him from participating in the war in Vietnam. 


Capt. Noyd, an 11-year career officer with two rows of 


service ribbons brightening his blue jacket, sat erectly and 
listened as expert witnesses vouched for his sincerity and told 
how he could have reached his decision through religious human, 
ism. 


Among the spectators in the modern woocUpaneled courtroom 


was his 32-year-old wife Sharon. The Noyds, married since 
1955, 
have two children, Erik, 6, and Heather, 2. In the cor. 


ridor during a recess Mrs. Noyd said: 


"He feels so strongly about this. I keep wanting to say, 'He's 


right!* Why can't they understand?" 


In what the American Civil Liberties Union calls the first 


suit of its kind, Capt. Noyd is asking to be classified as a 
conscientious objector to a specific war. 


The suit filed on his behalf by attorneys for the A.C.L.U. 


asks that the Air Force be ordered to accept his resignation or 
assign him to duties he could conscientiously perform. The suit 
also asks $10,000 in damages because his commanding officer 
withheld a promotion to major after Cpt. Noyd had attempted to 
resign or be classified as a conscientious objector. 


After doing graduate work at the University of Michigan 


from 1960 to 63 at Air Force expense, Capt. Noyd, a 1955 honor 
graduate in psychology from Washington State University, was 
assigned to the Air Force Academy in Colorado Springs. 


As a result of his advance degree training he incurred an 


obligation to remain in the Air Force for six years. From 
1963 
until last January he taught psychology at the academy, 


most recently with the title of assistant professor. 


In December he submitted his resignation. 
"I must stand on what I am and what I believe," he said. 


"The war In Vietnam is unjust and immoral, and if ordered to do 
so I shall refuse to fight in that war." 


His attempt to resign was turned down. He also was denied 


a request that he be given duties that would not conflict with his 
beliefs.

BRUSSELS — A highly con- 


fidential but potentially signifi- 
cant paper is circulating among 
various members of the Allan- 
tic alliance looking toward what 
some diplomatic and military 
officials describe as a new, 
more realistic strategy for the 
defense of Western Europe. 


The paper was developed by 


Supreme Headquarters, Allied 
Forces in Europe (SHAPE), the 
alliance's top military com- 
mand. 
The headquarters re- 


cently moved from Paris to the 
small Belgium town of Casteau, 
about 30 miles south of here.

the document looks to four al- 
ternate strategic concepts: 


—A forward strategy, similar

OUTDOORS 


To Bait A Rabbit 


Joe Boccardy sent me a booklet published 


by the Sport Fishing Institute the other day 
that, I guess, he hoped would bring me more 
up to date on the matters of modern fish 
culture, or direct my viewpoint to where it 
would be more in line with his own. On 
Joe's part, this could be a protective meas- 
ure. 
For it is seldom we get together that 


we can't discover at least one point of dis- 
agreement and spend an hour or two arguing 
to an absolutely inconclusive end. 


We long ago agreed that we are both pretty 


opinionated persons. 
And I think we both 


enjoy testing each other's views. I suppose 
I have to admit, too, that Joe is pretty hep 
when it comes to matters of fisheries man- 
agement. It's just that I form a lot of rather 
definite opinions myself while spending far 
more than the average number of hours active- 
ly fishing our local streams. 


Anyhow, Joe sent me the booklet. And I 


must say that it was a far more informa- 
tive piece of literature than is the general 
run of agency handouts. I found "Fish Con- 
servation Fundamentals" contained a lot of 
real down to earth commonsense and a wealth 
of practical suggestions. 


The author, R. W. Eschmeyer, came up 


with one thought, though, that I thought was 
a gem. In explaining that the hook and line 
(baited with the most attractive bait or the 
most publicized lure) is a most ineffective 
way of harvesting fish, he attempts to illus- 
trate his point. He suggests that the fisher- 
man who thinks hook and line fishing is ef- 
fective bait a hook with a carrot and try 
to catch a rabbit. 


This isn't as crazy as it sounds. Not when 


you follow through on the fact the author is 
trying to establish. 
That is, that there are 


generally far more fish in a stream than 
fishing with hook and line 5s likely to indi- 
cate. 
If the fish (or rabbits) are plentiful 


enough you are bound to catch one once in 
awhile. 


For this reason, he is against heavy stock- 


ing of streams, at least beyond their carrying 
capacity, unless trout are stocked in a stream 
where heavy fishing pressure will account 
for most of the fish placed in the stream. 
But this can be a costly practice, he states, 
for an average limit of legal-sized trout, 
grown in a hatchery and transported to the 
scene of stocking, can cost more than is real- 
ized from a single license fee. 


Adding to this, he poifits out that the stock- 


ing of legal sized warm water fish is so 
costly that it is absolutely prohibitive. Stock- 
ings of bass, walleyes, northerns and muskies 
should be limited to fingerlings. 


One point of agreement I have with the author 


is the stand he takes on closed seasons. Most- 
ly because it is my opinion, and seemingly 
his, that our warm water streams are in more 
danger of being under-fished than over-fished. 


In stating his views, he says: "We have no 


evidence that a closed season is needed on 
pan iish. Year-round fishing for these species 
seems desirable. 


"A number of states have discarded the closed 


season on all warmwater fish, thereby greatly 
increasing the fishing without adverse results. 


"Where we rely on put-and-take trout stock- 


ing, the number of fish available is determined 
by the number of fish planted. Here, there is 
little need for a closed season. 


"There are undoubtedly instances where a 


closed season is desirable. However, at times 
in the past, we have had closed seasons where 
they were not needed." 


In my personal opinion, a closed season 


when one is not needed is plain robbery where 
the fisherman is concerned. If a person has 
the time and desire to go fishing, he should 
be free to do so unless his fishing will def- 
initely hurt the chances of other fishermen. 
And I don't think this would be the case on 
any of our local streams with our native fish 
populations. 


Thousands of trout are stocked each year. 


If they aren't caught out, then why close the 
season and submit them to the hazards of 
wintering over? 


It is a known fact that females of the warm- 


water species produce enormous amounts of 
eggs. Why do we need to protect them through 
a spawning season when one tenth of the fe- 
male population will produce more fry than any 
stream can accommodate? Eschmeyer states 
that one walleye female, in one spawning sea- 


[ son, can populate an entire lake. 


Some states, he says, have abolished both 


(seasons and creel limits without any undue

Confused about urban renewal? I don't blame you, but perhaps 


I can share what I've learned in a way that will make it clearer 
to all of us. 


Urban renewal is rather like a very large Monopoly game. 
The major players are the Housing and Urban Development 


Agency (HUD) on one side and the Local Public Agency (LPA) 
on the other. Minor players on the HUD side are the Federal 
Housing Administration, (FHA), the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency (HHFA), the Public Housing Administration (PHA), the 
Small Business Administration (SBA), and the Department ol 
Commerce (DC). On the LPA side are the Citizens Advisory 
Committee (CAC), agencies of Local Government (LG), the Plan, 
ning Commission (PC), the Parking Authority (PA), and the Li. 
brary Association (LA). 


There are certain key points on the board which outnumber the 


actual pieces of real estate. This is to keep the game interest, 
ing. The key points are the Program For Community Improve, 
ment (PFCI), otherwise known as the Workable Program; Stir, 
vey and Planning (S&P), Part One, Part Two, Neighborhood 
Analysis (NA), and Administrative Organization. 


Each game is known as a Project. 
It is often possible to 


play two or more games at once, depending upon how dexter, 
ous one is at playing. HUD and its minor players have several 
thousand Projects underway at the same time, in much the same 
way as computers play chess. 


The important tactics of the game are certification, recerti. 


fication, application, organization, administration, duplication, 
and subsidization. 


To start the game, LPA makes application to HUD for cer. 


tiflcation of the PFCI.

Cut flowers last longer if 


all the leaves are removed 
from, any stem that is under 
the water.

The main point is to 
get water to the bud itself. 


If you have no proper frog 


or foam, the extra leaves and 
sprigs may be tucked into the 
flower container. Often, sprigs 
of foliage with leaves still at- 
tached (such as stems from 
hedges! may be tucked down 
into a deep vase and used as 
a perfect flower arrangement. 


For some types of flowers, 


such as marigolds, a few drops 
of household bleach, added to 
the water before placing the 
flowers in, will help keep the 
stench down.

In such situations, the absen- 
tee ballots become the crucial 
ke> to the over-all results.

The framers of election re* 


form recognize the problem in 
these words:

ments dealing with the counting 
of absentee ballot returns is a 
direct result of the fact that the 
ballots are counted too late." 


What the reformers would do 


to prevent it: 


Require the county board to 
hold all applications for mass 
review on a prescribed, adver- 
tised day when it would pass 
upon all applications for absen- 
tee ballots. The political party 
and candidate would be repre. 
sented and any challenges would 
be required at that time. Thus 
all questions about the validity 


of the absentee ballot applica. 
tions would be resolved in ad- 
vance of election day. 
Illness or enforced absence 
from one's home precinct may 
qualify electors to cast absen- 
tee ballots. 


Here are some other items 
being kicked around in discus. 
sion sessions as framers tryto 
get their bill ready for Intro, 
duction in the Legislature by 
May 1: 
..Eliminate write-ins for of- 


fices below citywide level. If 
your name doesn't appear on 


the ballot, forget about the chan- 
ces of getting elected. 


—Permit everybody to vote 
who is standing in line when the 
polls close. 


—Allow a citizen to register 


on any day of the year except 
primary and election day. The 
books now are closed 135 days 
out of each 365.

New York's Liquor 
Policy Hikes Price 


By SALLY RYAN 


NEW YORK (AP) — Drinkers in many states are paying more 


for scotch this spring — largely because the New York legisla- 
ture tried to get a better price break for New Yorkers. 


A 
nationwide 
Associated Press survey found prices up 


generally 1 to 5 per cent, a whisky rebellion in Ohio, and a 
boycott in Pennsylvania. 


Some 
liquor 
spokesmen blamed price hikes on general 


increases in the cost of living or increased state taxes. Most 
blamed Distillers Corp.^eagrams Ltd. and other distillers 
which raised prices in the wake of a New York law. 


That law provides that prices for liquor sold to wholesalers in 


New York be no higher than those charged wholesalers, else, 
where in the United States. 


New York, which accounts for about 12 per cent of the na- 


tion1 s liquor sales, is one of 32 states where liquor is sold by 
private retailers. In the 18 where sales are controlled by 
the states, prices generally have been lower. 


Instead of cutting New York prices, the distillers raised them 


in some other states to match New York's. "The distillers 
have been raising prices quietly — so quietly that some of their 
customers haven't even noted them," said E. Leonard Solo, 
mon, head of a Chicago liquor firm, 
who noted 
the 
price 


spread from distillers had crept up 10 to 12 per cent. 


Ohio's state liquor director, Donald D. Cook, called it "un- 


warranted and unfair." Ohio refused to buy Seagram's at the 
higher prices, and has maintained its boycott. 


"Director Cook knows that because of a Supreme Court 


decision last year we must have one standard F.O.B. price on 
every brand," said Edgar N. Bronfman, 
Seagram's presi. 


dent. 


He accused Cook of "attempting to use the economic power 


of his office to force us to reduce our prices in the entire 
United States."

In Pennsylvania, the liquor control board caved in last Feb. 


ruary after a four-month holdout and agreed to pay the high. 
er prices charged by Seagram's and other distillers. Prices 
went up 17 to 64 cents a fifth. 


The Pennsylvania legislature investigated and concluded the 


only alternative would have been to remove the affected 
brands from the shelves. 


State Rep. C. L. Schmitt, a Democrat who bills himself as 


Mr. Consumer, called for aboycott of state liquor stores to pro- 
test the increases, but consumers didn't rally to his cause. 


In Utah, J. W. Price, Liquor Control Commission chairman, 


said: "If the people in Utah want to buy Seagram's or any 
other product, men we think it is our duty to sell it to them. We 
don't boycott anything. But if prices get too high, we think 
they will reach a point of diminishing returns." 


Seagram's dropped from first to third in total sales in West 


Virginia

the increase, but now is back up 


again, reporteo Clarence C. Elmore, alcohol beverage control 
commissioner. 


In Washington the state liquor control board expects prices to 


go up this summer when old stocks are exhausted. The board 
bought 80,000 to 100,000 cases in advance in an attempt to bold 
down prices. 


Montana liquor prices are rising about 5 per cent, reports 


C rwell B. Snelton, state liquor administrator. He says the rise 
began last year when the Montana liquor control board ac- 
cepted Seagram's request for an increase of about 15 cents a 
fifth. 


In Dallas, Tex., a liquor store spokesman said prices of at 


least 80 per cent of the standard liquor brands have gone up in 
recent months, with the average about $3 a case. 


In Virginia, prices are up 5 to 65 cents a bottle, with most in« 


creases on scotch and blended whisky. There has been little 
change in the price of bourbon, the big seller in Virginia. 


It is scotch that is up in Georgia, too. 
"This is because New York is scotch market and Atlanta a 


bourbon market," a Georgia revenue department spokesman 
said. "The distilleries were trying to create a scotch market 
in Atlanta, (by lowering prices), but because of the large scotch 
sales in Naw York, they could not cut the price there. So the 
price in Georgia had to go up." 


Gov. Ronald Reagan has proposed 
raising the California 


state tax from $1.50 to $2.25 a gallon, and Maine Gov. Kenneth 
M. Curtis has announced he will direct the liquor commission to 
raise prices about 5 per cent July 1. 


In Massachusetts, Gov. John A. Volpe says drinkers could 


save $30 million if the state repealed its minimum price liquor 
law. The Massachusetts Package Stores Association opposes 
the change.

Passover Begins Monday; 
Celebrates The Exodus 


Passover, a major Jewish fes. 


tival over 3,000 years old, will 
be celebrated by Jews all over 
the world beginning at sundown 
Monday. 


The holiday commemorates 


the exodus of the Israelites 
from ancient Egypt into the des- 
ert to escape the slavery and 
oppression of the Egyptian mon. 
arch, Pharaoh. 


The celebration of the holi- 


day begins with the ritual call, 
ed the "Seder", the Hebrew- 
word meaning "order". The 
family participates in the cere- 
mony by reading the prayers 
and singing the songs in the 
"Hagadah", the book which tells 
the story of the ancient Exodus 
and the efforts of Moses to free 
the Jewish people from Egyptian 
bondage. 


Many foods eaten during the 
Seder ritual serve as symbolic 
reminders of the Exodus. Best 
known are the Matzos or un- 
leavened bread, so made be- 
cause the Israelites left in haste 
and could not complete the bak- 
ing of dough. 


Other foods found on the Seder 


plate are: Haroses, a combin- 


ation of nuts, rxpples, cinnamon 
and wine which depict the mor- 
tar used by the Israelites to 
make bricks for the buildings of 
the store cities of Pithom and 
Raamses. Moror, bitter herbs, 
to recollect the "bitter period of 
bondage; a roasted egg.to sym- 
bolize the festival burnt-offer- 
ing presented on Passover dur- 
ing the existence of the Temple 
in Jerusalem; and a shankbone 
to represent the Pascal Lamb. 


Both the ancient message and 


the contemporary theme are 
taught to youngsters in the fam- 
ily who play an important role 
at 
the 
Sedfer. The youngest 


asks the "Four Questions" in 
the Hagadah. 
He inquires of 


the others the difference be- 
tween the Passover meal and 
other meals and asks the rea- 
sons for the eating of Matzos, 
bitter herbs and haroses. 


Children are looking forward 


to finding the "Aphikomen"—a 
Greek word for dessert. 
The 


one who conducts the Seder 
puts a piece of Matzo aside at 
the beginning of the Seder to be 
eaten by theSeder guests imme- 


diately after the meal. The dis- 
covery of this piece of Matzo 
usually means a reward for the 
youngster who finds it.

Aims Appear Suspect 


By HAL COOPER 


NEW YORK (AP) — What are the aims of Stokely Car- 


ihichael, the black power advocate, and his Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee? 


As gleaned from a series of speeches Carmichael has been 


making on college campuses, they range from mass Negro 
resistance to the military draft to the introduction of Swahili as 
a foreign language 
in Negro schools. 


Carmichael also urges Negro students to be proud that they 


are black. 


"We must stand up and say 'our noses are wide, our lips are 


thick, our hair is nappy, we are black and beautiful'," he told an 
audience at Texas Southern University in Houston. 


At a University of Texas campus meeting in Austin, Carmich- 


ael said that "hopefully the full strength of black power will 
be felt in the national elections of 1972 — it's at least a five-year 
organization plan." 


In a speech at Florida A. &M. Carmichael called on Negroes 


of military age to form "a gigantic antidraft system." 


The first" few Negroes who tell their draft boards, "Hell no, we 


ain't going" might wind up in jail, Carmichael said, "But we'd 
soon get it so Negroes wouldn't have to get drafted." 


He counseled Negro students in several of his speeches that 


"if a white man hits you —break him. . . if a hunky tries to 
shoot you, kill him before God gets the news." 


Swahili: If you know Swahili, you can talk to your African 


brothers and the white men won't know what you are talking 
about." 


Swahili is a language of the Bantu tribe and is commonly 


used in trade and government in East Africa and the Congo. 


Carmichael also set forth his definition of black power: "the 


coming together of black people to fight for their freedom by- 
whatever means necessary," 


"It's not a question of civilization, baby," he said in a talk in 


Tallahassee, Ha. "It's a question of survival."
